The memorablo despatch sent by 
Jnlina Cmac to Eomo after hi^ bou- 
quest ol Asia Minor, « veiii, vidi, vid\" 
has, porhapB, no parallel iu the annals 
of military ijulleUnij sa^o that of the 
gallhnt Sip: Oharles Napier,, who an- 
noanged the temipation of his bril- 
liant campaign in Affghanistan in one 
Latin^brd, "Peccavi." (1 have Siruk-.) 
The King of Prassia roturuu to hi- 
oapital, after one of the most "^loriout- 
railitary oampaigna on record, and > c- 
gardleSB of the Shakcsporian maxim 
that " brevity is the soul of wit," 
open8\hia Chambora witli lony- 
-winded speech. The Eoyal addi es.-^, 
oocnpjriog nearly a whole column ol 
this paper, (which wo published on 
Friday within four days of its dulivi 
ery) was coasidored Hurtlfionlly iin- 
pertant to bo ^tranHiniliod tho outirf 
distanco from Berlin by wire, and to 
warrant tho expense of the cable ta- 
*ifl^ but wo Tail to discover in it 
iunoh beyond a sanctimonious glorili- 
oatiOD, a "jubilate doo" for tlio tri- 
nmpb of tho Pnissiau army; very 
right and proper in iu place, but not 
what mankind would look for on such 
an occasion. Tho old monarch Bays 
nothing now or startling ; gives no 
ontline of tho actual and prospective 
position of affairs ia Europe, nOr any 
insight into tho gonoral policy which 
is to regulate tho new German Empire 
in her internal Government, or in her 
relations with tho powers affonted by 
the motamorpliosia in tho map of cen- 
tral Europe. After a pious thanks- 
giving aud a just tribute to the brave, 
ry of his troops, the old King, with 
his heart full ol joy and gratitade, 
announces that tho path is open for 
tho national dovelopmeut of Germany, 
that her independence has been se- 
cured, and her ro-organization about 
to be, by an honorable aud lasting 
peace. That tho Prussian lino ex- 
tends from tho Carpathian to the 
Bhioe, and that tho co-<operation of tho 
government, and tho people's represeii- 
tativoFj is needed to gather the fi uilh 
of • victory; that a united Federal 
army is to be establisiied under Lho 
leadership of Prussia, Lho cost ol 
which is to bo equally borne by all 
mombors of tho Confederation; ami 
that a bill is to be introduced for the 
conversion of tho popular IJepreseii-- 
tativos of tho Federal States. Allu- 
sion ia made to lho "budget" trouble, 
which tho King hopes may bo satis, 
factorily settled, and lho financial con» 
dition of tbo country is pronounced 
satisfactory; money, however, says 
tho King in so many words, is re- 
required for payment of war supplies. 
Vote it I and may Providence blesn 
you. Such is a synopsis of the speech 
which, in coniiecLion wilh the other 
short announcemenlH, leaves lillle rea- 
Bon now to doubt that jjeaco luu been 
absolutely concluded betweeii tlic bel- 
ligoronlB, and on terms as honorable 
to Prussia as the)- ar(! bumiliating lo 
her haughty opponent Austria. With- 
in thirty days from llie first cla.-h of 
arms on tho Silesian i ron tier, llie vic- 
torious troops of f'rus-ia swept 
through Saxony and jjoliomia, ikmic- 
tratod Moravia and threatened the 
Austrian capital itself. The lraiiil)lcil 
Kaidor, tinding himself in Lho [)usition 
of ft stag at bay wilh the I'mssian 
beadles in front and the Ilaliaii gruy 
hound.^ at his back, HUinmaril}- liamleil 
Venelia over lo France on < dihIiIhhi 
that Napoleon would iiUMliaKj lor 
torma of peace. I'rom that, tiiiu) to 
tho present, the inlelligenco has b/rn 
fragmentary and dillicull tt> elueidatc, 
but it would seem that wliilo jiaeilii; 
cverlures woro being made by tbu 
Proccli Co'irt tc ihe cabinets uf iifr- 
lin and Florence, hostilities ijimliiuiud, 
until the pDsilion of lu-ancis .losepli 
boeaino daily more critical, and tlie 
national exislonco of his country was 
eoriously imperilled. Wo then hear 
of an armistice, and of lho prelimina- 
ries of peace having bcieii signed by the 
plonipotentiarieri of /Viislria am! I'rus- 
eia with tlioassoiil ofFi-ance and iialy. 
TboBo preliminaries are said to dissolve 
tho former (.lerman l.iond, and ul■^;all- 
izo anew confederalien, from wliich 
Austria is to be excluded. I>Iortii ( lei- 
many is to form a union under i'rus- 
Bian direction, luul the Duchies, with 
tho oxcoption of Danish Keblcswig, 
are to bo annexed to Prussia. Austria 
agrees to pay part of tbo expeiises ol 
tho war, but, excepling in regard lo 
Yonotia, her inle;.'rity is to be main- 
tained.

Over thirly-fivo mllUonB of popple, and 
laid tho foundation of tho great Ger- 
mau Dynasty which is henceforth to 
play a conspicious part in tbo desti- 
nies of nations. Tbo brightOEt dreams 
of tho ambitious, but far seeing and 
able diplomatist, Bismarck havo boon 
realized. Prussia has opened a now 
loaf in her history. The national eagle 
is perched on the highest, pinnacle of 
fame, and German unity and sontimont 
is no longer ^' una vice" but a great ack>- 
nowlod fact. It is not that wo rejoice 
in the humiliation of Austria, but ber 
sway over the Gorman people is shown 
to havo been purely ideal, and it is 
truly said that her signal failure to 
maintain hor supremacy over Austrian 
Germany is due to tlie inlicrent (iers 
man sentiment as much as to the elll- 
cioncy of tho Prussian "needle 
gun." Tho world, however, will 
benefit by tho present order of things. 
Instead of petty disintegrated govcrn- 
luents, and diverse conflicting inter- 
ests nominally, uniled under ono Fed- 
eral bond, but constantly disturbing 
lho concord of Europe, we shall have 
a great united, powerful, and prosper 
ous nation firmly established in a posi. 
lion that will enable her to eilecluall}- 
clie'jk tjio avaricious designs of nei 
tjoriiig powers, aud to preserve the 
balance of power so desirable in central

1 piirp )^u lo 
eonfino my observaiipos to the lands and 
co.il tiuids of the colony: as to the gold fields, 
wo must in all fairness allow that tho Gov-

and I am lliauklul to learn lhat a liirilier e.x- 
ploralioii is to be undcrtahnn, and every 
ollotl made to coni|ilele the I.eech River 
Ditoh. Mo one can estimate the im|)ortane,e 
of this nnderlakiiig.
